rance) a Cost in soil fertility that is permanent 
and 
I 
am afraid there is a cost 
in a lack of 
patriotic appreciation of the governm ent because 
it legalizes a 
few gambling 
dens to make prices 
on what the farmers have produced. 
A so-called great marketing expert said it would 
be wrong for farmer? to determine prices based 
upon 
cost o f production 
because 
it 
wu Id 
dis 
arrange business. 
This is making the 
farmer's 
success secondary to others. 
But would it 
be 
a 
disturbing business factor for farmer^ 
to 
keep 
production 
costs 
and 
charge 
accordingly? 
It doesn’t di-turb the manufacturing, mercantile 
or any other business to do so. 
The fait is, after 
readjustment it would help to .stabilize busine**. 
It would remove an elem ent of unusual uncer­ 
tainty that exists under the present immoral, un­ 
fair 
and 
uneconomic 
system 
of 
pricing 
farm 
products. 


P RE S E NT METHOD OF PRICING FARM 
PRODUCE WRONG. 
No person living can defend the present method 
of pricing farm produce as being fair, moral or 
business-like.

cotton of ehout equal amounts. 
That he had the 
privilege of tim

not in h^ wool deal*. yet, his wool business had 
been mere satisfactory than his cotton business. 
Space will not permit a discussion o f the hoard 
method of prv mg farm products. 
As the final 
decision in every economic controversy is deter­ 
mined by results, let those who believe that pres-

farmers, consider the 
following.
